This represented only a 
fraction of the real worth, since the installations were valued at more than 
Rt 1,000,000. i one Koorbitz, originally from Tenlitz, had acquired 
a place factory in Oberdorf near Graz throurh Nazi influence shortly after the 
occupation of Austria.)
